The difference to a young man or toa 
farmer desiring to settle his growing sons 
around him is very marked. In the North- 
west a young man can have his patented 
farm on reaching 21 years of age. In Dakota 
he cannot secure his patent until he reachcs 
25 years. 

A pre-emption right in Dakota is entirely 
separated from a homestead right. The 
pre-emption cannot be taken adjoining the 
homestead nor at the time the homestead is 
taken, It mav be taken either before the 
homestead is entered for or after the patent 
for ithas been granted. Tie pre-emption 
is 160 acres and the price $1.25 an acre to be 
paid at the end of 83 months from entry. 
The entry fee is $4, and a separate set of 
citizen’s papers is required. Settlement 
duties must be performed similar to those 
necessary in the case of homesteads. 

A tree claim may be taken up at the same 
time as vither a homestead or pre-emption, 
and may be adjoining, but only one quarter 
of each section is available for a tree claim. 
The entry fee is $14, and still another set of 
citizen’s papers are required. The duties are 
to break 5 acres the first year, Plant this 
with trees and break 5 acres more the second 
year, Plant this with trees the third year, 
and ifat the end of eight years there isa 
living tree for every four ieet square of the 
ten acres, the patent will be granted. As 
the case stands there 18 not atrec claim in 
Northern Dakota on which the owner is 
entitled to patent, as the growth of trees 
has been uniformly a failure. 

Although the pre-emption right has been 
abolished in the Northwest and there are no 
tree claims,—as thee are practically none 
in Dakota—the homesteader in the North- 
west may purchase a quarter of the same 
section on which his homestead is situated 
if one is vacant at $2 to $2.50 an acre accord- 
ing to distance from railway, paving one 
quarter down and the balance in three equal 
annual instalments. No settlement duties 
are required on the purchased land. — If the 
homesteader desires to purchase land at any 
other time than when he enters for his 
homestead, or land which docs not adjoin 
his homestead, he may be allowed the privi- 
lege. It will be easily seen that the advant- 
age of having 88 months time in which to 
pay for his pre-emption, which the Dakota 
settler is allowed, is much more than offset 
by the disadvantages of not having it adjoin- 
ing the homestead and the extra settlement 
duties required,
